fhe headquarters of the 42nd Infantry Regiment is at Kapuli, six kilometers 
from Tavshan Kishlak. The 5th Company of the 42nd Regiment ie stationed at 
the post of Favshan Kishlak. This company is not a frontier tnit tat ia 
assigned to defend a certain area in case of attack. 


@he frontier unit (zastava) in the area is No. 19. Its commander is lst Ls. 
Xukushkin, whose headquarters is in favshan Kishlak, a village of some 150-200 
houses. Lt. Kukushkin is about 34 years old, of middle height, with dark hair, 
and has a wife and child. The headquarters of the local frontier kenendatura 
is at Agin, also six kilometers from Tavshan Kishlak. The headquarters of the 
frontier forces (otryad) in the area is at Leninakan. 


All along the Soviet Armenian frontier there are infantry ditches (field 
fortifications, skirmishing ditches), 500-2,000 meters inland from the barbed 
wire barriers. fhese ditches run along in two rows 200-300 meters apart. A$ 
some places they are connected with each other by connecting ditches. The field 
fortifications are inspected each year, cleaned, and improved. These positions 
are unoccupied; but, in case of an attack by Turkey, thay would be occupled by 
the units stationed in this region. Plans for occupation and defense to be 
carried out by these units have been prepared, but the arms are not in position. 
Unite in the area conduct normal training. In ease of war, this defense line 
would be reinforced ty other classes proceeding from the rear. 


fhe 1926, 1927, and 1928 classes are under arms. Preparation is being made to 
call the 1929 class to arms in October 1949. Source does not imow whether the 
1926 class will be demobilized at the same time. The 1925 class of NCOs has 

not, at present, been demobilized. Fhe 1925 class of enlisted men was demobilized 
in 1947 except in the Far East, where it ig still in service. At the sane time, 
the 1928 class was called to arms. As the 1926 clacs was called to arms in 19h4, 
the 1925 clase has been under arms for about siz years. The 1927 class was called 
in 19hnb5, 


A major's salary is 900 rubles. As a battalion commander, he receivss 6 eupolenent 
of 900 more. The rations allowance is 300 rubles, and a batbalion commander re- 
ceives en additional 10 percent.
